It was agreed that a figure of 300 as a maximum would be given to 
iir, McCloy, with the hope that the Committee actiially would succeed 
in resettling some of these people and the turn-over would permit 
briiQ^g in additional men for use as agents if it becomes necessary. 

As iRO is attenpting to wind up its activities it is almost essential 
that the camp be established ostensibly by the Committee,

JZlreported that the communications people had informed 
him that they can provide personnel to train our agents in Morse and 
felt sure that facilities alreacfy existing in Germany can be used for 
such training.
